Tho Wicked Impolicy of tho Act. 

I..0.NIJON, May 7. — The Ohsi-rvci- to-day, 
in a leading article, says: Comment on 
the monstrous crime is almost unnece.ss- 
iry. We have had too many crimes in 
Ireland of late, as cruel as unprovoked, 
to feel any but the faintest hope that the 
present murder can be excepted from the 
long roll of outrages of which the agita- 
tion in Ireland has boon the guilty cause, 
and which have remained too long un- 
punished and unrepressed.

PROPHECY FULFILLED. 

A. T: 'StWart's.' Millions ' Sissipatod 
■■by Hilton. 

In 1882 A . T. Stewart started in the 
dry-goods business in Broadway with a 
capital of §1,200 and a store of 22x30 
feet, living with his wife in a room near 
by. He was his own book-keeper, sales- 
man and porter, and he worked from 14 to 
18 hours a day. He haunted auction 
rooms, picked clieai) lots, and spared 
no pains to pn-senl his goods attr.actively. 
Every article was carefully examined, 
creases were smoothed out, and mado to 
Icok fresh and attractive. He bought for 
cash, sold (piickly and kept his money 
turning. A principle that lay at the 
foundation of his success was the rigid 
honesty of his dealings. fJoods were re- 
presented exactly what they were. Tho 
price fixed was as low as possible, and 
there was no deviation from it. Shoppers 
were relieved from all care save to find 
what they wanted. Lots of goods pur- 
chased unusually cheap were sold very 
cboaj), and Stewart's bargu ins bocaiuo fa- 
mous. His thoughtfulness to have every- 
thing done which could gain custom w.as 
unflagging. , 

Buying and sclling'for cash andstriking 
tho market at ixittom prices all the time, 
he attained a business position which 
made him proof against periods of com- 
mercial depression. The panic of 1837 
was a rich harvest to him. Tho collapse 
of creditors forced tlown values so that 
his cash could make its own price for 
goods. The curtailment of his wholesale 
operations, caused by the hard times, was 
made up for by i'ctailing goods at whole- 
s.alo prices and closing out stocks direct to 
consumers. In his wholesale operations 
he gave only .short credit, and no indul- 
gence of tardy payment w.as shown. Col- 
lections were rjgarously pushed, and 
comproniise of claims refused. An em- 
barrassed t'rm must at le.i.st pay Stewart 
in full, whatever might bo the arrange- 
ment it could get with other creditors. ^ 
Ho wa.s ri.nid and exact in the discharge 
and demand of every obligation, and he 
died in April, 187(5, worth .«!30,O00,000. 

At the time of his death his retail 
store, which cost .ir2,7r>0,000, occiii)ied a 
city Mock, and covered an area of two 
and a quarter acres, making, with its 
eight floors, a total of eighteen acres under 
tho roof devoted to the retail dry-goods 
business. The runninir expenses of the 
establishment were over ?1 ,000,000 .1 
year. It was the largest store in llie 
world, nothing in fjondon and Paris app- 
roaching the building in size or in amount 
of business done in it. Besides this, he 
had the wholeaiile dtore ''covering the 
Broadway end of the block, bqtwcon 
Chambers and Reado streets. The ' com- 
bined sales of the two establishments agg- 
regated §.50,000,000 a year. In connec- 
t ion with the business, he owned a num- 
ber of woollen, silk andjthread mills. Ho 
had also largo factories at Nottingham, 
England, and (llasgow, Scotland. He 
had branch houses in- Bradford, Manches- 
ter, Belfast, Paris, Lyons, Berlin, and at 
Chemnitz, iii Saxony. 

When i\Ir. Stewart died lliere was at 
least §22,000,000 in the business of the 
concern. The house had on an average 
a balance of at least §1,000,000 in the 
Merchants' National Bank, of which Mr. 
Stewart was a director, and about §500,- 
000 in each of the three other banks in 
which the house kept accounts — the Clie- 
mic.tl Mechanics' National and the Natio- 
nal Bank of Commerce.' The agjlregatc 
was about §2,500,000. Tho stock and 
property of twelve mills owned by the 
concern, the goods in tho Chambers and 
Tenth street stores, and the stock in s^ore- 
housss in Paris and elsewhorp, as well aa 
in transit, made tho estimated total men- 
tioned. V P to within ten days of Mr. 
.ytovvart'a dpath the house bought for 
^ash, 

Within a year after Mv. '.•Stewart's death 
Judge Hilton, who was managing the es- 
tate outr,iil|\-i, and i|U conngotion with WilU- 
^j.ibby con.ductiiig the mcrcaiUilo bu- 
siness, issued the famous edict excluding 
Jews from the Gvand Union Hotel at Sa- 
ratoga, ttn hoaring it Mr. Seligman, the 
*<sew York banker, lu'ophesieil that tho 
wlude buainesa would dry up inaiilo of five 
years. The business, dropped otf fifty per 
cent within a yunr. Tlio house gradually 
ceased smportingj^dis.cjijitiiuvjd,;^ 
sale departiueKt7T(uit'"bi\yw5 for msti, ho- 
cante a borrower to the oxtout of 2,000,000 
to 3,000,000, and gave their indications of 
doing an unprofitable business. Thin was 
followed by the announcement ef tl^e firm 
ill New York papers of ■^a|Ti^ay that they, 
would withdraw from l^yBij5css,,!i.\wV- offer- 
ing their stocks of merclTandisc and mill 
properties for .salo^D.\;ili^jng j^>:0^ tl\().prp- 
p h ecy < ! f ' JIv.

"To think 
that there, in that chalet," writes a 
French corresjioiidcnt, "not half a mile 
distant, is their loved Queen; to think 
that she is wall;iiig about in that garden, 
of which they see the green hedge, or sit- 
ting under those soft, silvery olive trees; 
to know almost to a certainty that toward 
sunset they will be able to gaze on her 
face forafull second and a quarter a.-, she 
drives past — all this ia joy indeed !" 
While Her Majesty was returning from a 
drive one afternocju a fortnight ago along 
the Monaco road, a groiq) of young Eng- 
lish ladies had stationed themselves by 
the Octroi with bouquets of violets, with 
which .as she p.assed they greeted her by 
throwing them into her carriage. So great 
was their enthusiasm that they are said 
to have burst into cries of "Aly (^lucen! 
My Queen !" 

A grea't calamity has fallen upon the 
seafaring population of Brittany.. At all 
tho onorent fishlng-towna soiith of Brest 
tho inhahitants have for years obtained 
their livelihood from the .sardine fishery. 
The traveller could not place a step with- 
in the walls of towns like Concarneau 
without learning the character of tho pre- 
dominant indusiiy. In the thousand and 
one English books .about Brittany, the 
IiaMta and custoins of the sardine fisher- 
men .are always described with especial 
interest, and every picture of liretoi) sce- 
nery near Aiulrieno anil Douariienez is 
certain to cuntain either a full-length por- 
trait of ©no of those hardy men, or a view 
of tho fisher-boat riding on the waves, 
.Suddenly, without any warning, this in- 
dustry is iu danger of destruction. The 
men go out in their boats as usual, but 
they return without any fish having been 
caught in their nets. The sardines have 
deserted the shores of Brittany for other 
scenes, and with their absence nothing 
but poverty is in store in the future for 
the hardest-working sectionof the Breton 
population. 

There is no creature in the world so 
cunning as the elephant, and 110 creature, 
moreover, so full of duplicity. Its clev- 
erness at simulating attachment to its 
keepers can only be equalled in the hu- 
man race by the hypocrisy of the slave 
toward its master. The elephant in the 
Jardin dcs Plantea, in Paris, never for- 
gave his keeper for having m.ade him ri- 
diculous before the crowd assembled to 
witness bis performance on a penny trum- 
pet, which the poor man had been at tho 
greatest pains to teach him. A note came 
out in "J'ai du bon tabac" with a shrill 
squeak, when it should have been deep 
contralto. Tho creature was vain of its 
artistic skill, as all artists are, and tling- 
iiig down the trumpet, made a charge 
.against the iron bars of its cargo, which 
sent the crowd tiyiu" right and left, in 
the utmost terror, while the keeper, who 
fortunalely had tiin'i to cree]i through 
tho opening left at tho bottom of the cage 
for the purpose of escape in time of dan- 
ger, ran out of sight immediately. He 
never dared enter the cage again, for he 
knew by tho expression of the creature's 
eye that the grudge was owing still. The 
now keeper wisely wi thdrew the i)enny 
trumpet and "J'ai du bon tabac was 
heard no more. To wound the vanity of 
the greatest of beaats ia as dangerous as 
to trifle with that of the greatest of moii- 
archs.
